2. (C) The General Surveys attached to the refer- 
enced letter, have been reviewed. The following comments 
are offered for appropriate consideration; 
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a. The new NIS General Survey is a considerably: 
improved product in comparison to its predecessor. The 
expanded Political, Transportation, and Telecommunications 
Sections include additional basic intelligence increasing 
the value of this document for use in "outline planning" 
and "orientation" applications. 
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b. The programmed updating cycle of three years 
appears adequate for the general intelligence data; however, 
additional study should be given to methods for updating 
items such as the Sections on Political, Economic, and 
Armed Forces. Possibly a format change and adaptation to 
loose leaf bindings could suffice. In the MEAFSA area, 
basic changes in the above subject areas have occurred 
more frequently than can be accommodated by updating in 
three year intervals. It appears likely that this tend- 
ency will continue for sometime to come.
